TOURISTS may soon be rushing 
to Ely to check out a new maze. 

And biking enthusiasts could 
enjoy pedalling their way round a 
mountain bike track. 

The Weekly News can reveal that the 
attractions are part of plans for Ely’s long 
awaited Country Park, which are now mov¬ 
ing forward. 

Members of East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s community services committee 
were told about the plans during a present¬ 
ation on how the country park could look. 

The designs are now being discussed 
ahead of a planning application being 
submitted. 

The first stage of the plans focus on Ely’s 
Pocket Park and includes building a visitor 
centre, a maze and mountain bike track. 

Other facilities, if given the go-ahead, 
include a new play park, viewing deck and 
enhanced landscaping and conservation 
areas. 

Cllr Allyson Broadhurst, chairman of the 
committee, said the “imaginative” plans 
would enhance Ely’s open spaces. 

She said: “We are all very excited about our 
plans of the country park. The first phase of 
the project sets the tone for what we want to 
develop. 

“The plans are imaginative, fun and above 
all they take into account the ideas we have 
received from the public.

Prohibited items include 
alcohol, aerosols, 
Christmas crackers, party 
poppers, matches, lighters 
and pornographic 
magazines or books.

Bridge to fens 
gets go-ahead

NATIONAL Trust bosses are 
celebrating after the latest 
phase of the Wicken Fen 
Vision was approved. 

Planning chiefs have given the 
green light to proposals to build a 
new bridge and cycle route over 
Reach Lode as part of the vision’s 
“spine route”. 

Last month, East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council’s planning 
committee deferred the plans until 
a thorough site visit had been 
conducted. 

But after assessing the impact 
the work would have on the area, 
the scheme was given the go- 
ahead last Wednesday. 

Wicken Fen property manager, 
Chris Soans, said: “This is great 
news and really helps us improve 
public access to the countryside. 

“The bridge will provide a direct 
link to Anglesey Abbey and open 
up access to a network of walks 
and trails for local residents and 
visitors to explore the vision 
lands.” 

With work expected to start 
early next year, the three-metre 
wide bridge will be built over

Reach Lode, in Swaffham Prior, 
where a cycle track from High 
Bridge to Straight Drove will also 
be constructed. 

Plans to build two wetland hab¬ 
itat areas and temporary buildings 
to help with the construction work 
were also approved. 

The scheme is part of a £2mill- 
ion project to transform former 
wetlands between Cambridge and 
Soham into a “green lung” for 
wildlife, local people and visitors. 

But the vision has been at the 
centre of controversy, with resi¬ 
dents blasting the transformation 
of prime agricultural land into a 
“jungle”. 


Geoffrey Woollard, who laun¬ 
ched the Save our Fens petition in 
a bid to halt the vision in its tracks, 
described the planners’ decision 
as “disappointing”. 

He added: “There are many 
more rounds to come but the 
National Trust is extremely pow¬ 
erful. It will attempt to bulldoze 
more of this scheme through 
against the declared wishes of 
local people. 

“There is no proven need for 
this monstrous and nonsense 
bridge over Reach Lode.” 

But the National Trust says the 
bridge has been designed to blend 
into the surrounding landscape.

“We have worked hard to 
ensure our plans complement 
the natural beauty of the area 
and protect the existing flowers 
and wildlife. 

“It has long been acknow¬ 
ledged that we need to do 
more with our open spaces 
around Ely.” 

Cllr Broadhurst added: “We 
want to create a space which 
meets the needs of the many - 
from cyclists to children to 
anyone who simply wants to 
enjoy nature. 

“Clearly this is not an easy 
task but it is one the council 
has taken on with enthus¬ 
iasm.” 

The plans have been devel¬ 
oped closely with the help of 
public consultation and dis¬ 
cussions with local landown¬ 
ers. 

With a formal planning 
application to be submitted in 
the near future, work on the 
area, if approved, will be done 
in close consultation with local 
and national conservation 
experts with a completion date 
of 2011, councillors have 
promised. 

The plans also recommend 
enhancements to the railway 
crossing on Kiln Lane and 
further conservation work 
around Springhead Lane.

'Express bid could 
put off competitor’ 


TESCO’S plan to open an Express 
store in Ely could jeopardise 
another supermarket’s hopes of 
coming to the city. 

That’s the message from worried comm¬ 
unity leaders who fear Sainsbury’s prop¬ 
osals for a new store on Lisle Lane could 
nowbeatrisk. 

The concerns come just a week after it 
was announced Ely’s empty Woolworths 
store could soon become aTesco Express. 

As revealed in the Weekly News last week, 
Tesco, which owns the shopping space on 
Market Place, have submitted plans to take 
over the store and run it alongside its 
existing supermarket in Angel Drove. 

The scheme has been put forward to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council but has 
been blasted by residents and traders, 
saying it reduces choice for shoppers. 

And now people have voiced their con¬ 
cerns over the effects the plans could have

on Sainsbury’s plans. 

Earlier this year, J Sainsbury PLC bosses 
submitted plans for a new supermarket on 
the vacant Ely Chemical Company site. 

But Elaine Griffin-Singh, chairman of the 
Ely Traders’ Association, said Sainsbury’s 
plans, which are currently being consulted 
on, could suffer. 

She said: “I said last week that I was 
disappointed that Tesco’s has done this as 
Ely needs more choice, not another mini 
supermarket. Now, I am worried that 
Sainsbury’s could suffer. 

“A Sainsbury’s in Ely would go down well I 
think and give shoppers that extra choice. 

“I just hope that Tesco’s mission to 
swallow everything up here does not 
jeopardise their plans.” 

Cllr Philip Eden, chairman of the City of 
Ely Perspective Group, said: “It is a great 


shame that Tesco wants to open an express 
store and I just hope Sainsbury’s is strong 
enough to stay in there. 

“I have a feeling that whatever their 
competitors do they will still get the 
majority of the market share anyway.” 

If passed, the Sainsbury’s development 
would create more than 300 jobs, provide a 
470-space car park to serve the city centre, 
help improve pedestrian links and a new 
community recycling centre. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, the Mayor of Ely, 
added: “I don’t think Tesco’s plans will be 
detrimental to Sainsbury’s as they have to 
be judged individually. 

“However, it is a great shame that Tesco’s 
wants to become so dominant in Ely and I 
am saddened.” 

A Sainsbury’s spokesman refused to 
comment on the issue, as did Tesco. 

A decision on both of the supermarkets’ 
proposals is expected before the end of the 
year. 


Paice asked to submit his mortgage statements 


THE man charged with invest¬ 
igating MPs’ expenses has 
written to Jim Paice asking for 
more information about his 
claims. 

The MP for South East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire told the Weekly

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Shot swan 
snagged by 
fish hooks 


A SWAN had to be rescued after two 
three-barbed hooks were found 
embedded in its face and neck. 

The bird (pictured above) was on 
the River Great Ouse near Ely, on 
the way to Pope’s Corner, when 
RSPCA inspectors rescued it last 
Wednesday 

One of the hooks had lodged in 
the bottom part of his beak and the 
other was embedded in his neck. 

They were joined by fishing line, 
meaning that the swan was unable 
to lift his head or feed. 

The swan’s beak was slightly 
wounded, but the injury to his neck 
was more serious due to the way 
the barbs had penetrated his skin. 

Once the hooks were removed, 
the vet found an air weapon pellet 
in the swan’s chest, showing he had 
also been shot in the past. 

RSPCA animal welfare officer 
Kathy Hornig said: “If we hadn’t 
been contacted about this swan he 
would probably have died as he had 
no chance of eating at all. 

“We are making an appeal to all 
anglers to please use barbless hooks 
and take their fishing hooks and 
line away with them.” 

The swan is now recovering and 
will be released soon. 


IVre fire finally out, 
but costs hit £ 80 k 


A GIGANTIC blaze which 
brought misery to Little- 
port residents has now 
been extinguished - eight 
weeks after it broke out. 

Firefighters finally managed to 
put out the inferno at Murfitts 
tyre recycling plant last Friday. 

Now taxpayers will have to 
foot the £80,000 bill to cover the 
costs. Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service has confirmed 
the total cost of extinguishing the 
blaze to date is £79,202.73. 

Littleport came to a standstill 
on Friday, August 21 when 2,000 
tonnes of tyres went up in flames 
and thick smoke billowed across 
the village. The labour costs 
alone for 10 fire crews that day 
were £6,158 and labour has since 
cost the service £50,284. 

It also had to fork out £2,500 to 
construct a duct, £935 on a port¬ 
able monitor and jet spray and 
£2,403 on face masks. 

To cater for staff on site, £129 
has also been spent of bottles of 
water and £400 on hand wipes. 

Further costs have come from 
repairs to light portable pumps 
at £6,000, as well as £5,701 on 
external reports. 

Chief fire officer Graham Stagg 
said: “This has been an extremely 
challenging incident for us and I 
would like to thank the people of

Littleport for their patience. 

“We have worked closely with 
the Environment Agency, Health 
Protection Agency, East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, 
police and Health and Safety 
Executive to tackle the fire in the 
quickest and safest way for 
everyone. 

“I fully appreciate that cond¬ 
itions have not been very pleas¬ 
ant for local people in the area 
and I am pleased to be able to 
give the news that the fire is now 
out.” 

But Grenville Goodson, chair¬ 
man of the Littleport Society, 
said: “This fire has brought the 
village to a halt for many weeks 
and now we are told we are going 
to have to pay this huge sum. 
This is a lot of money for rate¬ 
payers to have to pay.” 

Following the outbreak of the 
blaze, firefighters said the only 
way to properly tackle it was to 
let it burn out and the service 
urged residents to keep their 
doors and windows closed. 

Firefighters and specialists 
tried to extinguish the fire 
section by section, and des¬ 
cribing it as “the biggest fire we 
have ever had to deal with”, used

a range of wetting agents to 
dampen the flames. 

A month later, the tyres were 
still burning at 700C and families 
spoke of a “living nightmare”. 

The village's health centre 
reported an increase in people 
suffering from smoke-related 
ailments. 


Now the clean-up process has 
begun, with contaminated ash, 
water and debris on the site 
being taken away. 

Kevin Rutterford, from the 
Environment Agency, said 
investigations were ongoing into 
the effects the blaze has had on 
the local environment. 

He added: “We will continue 
our investigation, while working 
with our professional partners to 
look at the extent of contamin¬ 
ation around the site and carry¬ 
ing out further monitoring of the 
watercourses.” 

But Cllr Geoffrey Heathcock, 
Cambridgeshire Liberal Demo¬ 
crats’ health spokesman, has 
voiced his concerns over the 
long-term impact the fire may 
have had on residents. 

He said: “Thankfully, the fire is 
now out, but I’m particularly 
worried about the long-term 
health impacts on local residents 
caught up by the fire, and will ask 
the chairman of the county 
council to indicate the range of 
scrutiny activities that will take 
place. 

“It is not only important that 
operational lessons are learnt, 
but that issues surrounding 
residents’ well-being are fully 
considered.”

Probe 
into farm

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Teen flees as 
fire hits house

A FAMILY of eight have 
been forced out of their 
home after a terrifying 
blaze engulfed their din¬ 
ing room and kitchen. 

Roberta Parker and her child¬ 
ren returned to their house on 
Clayway, Ely, last Tuesday night 
to find fire engines outside and 
smoke billowing from the win¬ 
dows and doors. 

The 36-year-old single mum 
had been at a party with her 
family at around 8pm when she 
received a frantic phone call 
from her daughter’s boyfriend, 
Charlie Oakley 

Mr Oakley, 16, was having a 
bath upstairs when the blaze 
broke out and luckily, the fire 
alarm sounded. 

He rushed downstairs to find 
the dining room and kitchen 
area filled with thick, black 
smoke. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, 
he said: “It was really thick and 
was spreading quickly. 

“I was by myself and didn’t 
have a phone so quickly ran next 
door to get them to call 999. 

“It was scary as the flames just 
seemed to be taking over the 
house. 

“It has damaged everything 
inside and things could have 
been so much worse if everyone 
was here at the time.” 

Crews from Ely and Littleport 
arrived at the property at 8.15pm 
and the fire was eventually 
brought under control at 10am 
the next day. 

The fire service said the blaze 
was started by “carelessly disc¬ 
arded smoking material”. 

Mr Oakley added: “I don’t 
smoke so I don’t know where the 
cigarette came from. 

“It certainly started near the 
sofa in the dining room though.” 

The inferno caused extensive 
damage to the kitchen, dining 
room and hall, and left the rest 
of the house smoke damaged. 

A dog and two pet birds were 
also rescued from the flames. 

The family have had alter¬ 
native accommodation arranged 
for them. 

Mrs Parker, whose children are 
aged 5 to 19, said: “Things could 
have been so much worse. 

“What matters is that nobody

has been hurt and that Charlie 
was able to escape. 

“Clothes and other things that 
have been ruined don’t really 
matter.” 

Clive Allen, watch manager at 
Littleport fire station, said: “A 
male occupant was upstairs 
when the fire broke out but was 
able to escape safely due to the 
early warning given by the 
smoke alarm. 

“This is why it is so essential to 
have a smoke alarm fitted in 
your home and why we encour¬ 


age people to check it is working 
once a week. 

“I would repeat the warning 
that anyone smoking in a home 
should always make sure they 
have extinguished their cig¬ 
arette, cigar or other smoking 
material fully before they leave 
it.”

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No mercy 
for ‘mad’ 
stab teen 


A SCHOOLBOY who 
crippled a prom¬ 
ising student in an 
unprovoked knife 
attack has failed to 
get his 10-year sent¬ 
ence reduced. 

Nazrul Islam - known 
as “Mad Naz” - was living 
a “feral existence” on the 
streets of East London 
when he singled out 21- 
year-old Sutton man 
Oliver Hemsley last Aug¬ 
ust. 

Lord fustice Moses told 
London’s Appeal Court

the teenager, 15 at the 
time of the attack, and 
other gang members 
stormed towards Mr 
Hemsley, who was out for 
a night with a friend. 

In the “senseless and 
motiveless” attack, Islam 
stabbed Mr Hemsley in 
the leg before knife blows 
were also rained on his 
neck and upper back. 

The gang continued to 
beat their victim, who 
moved to the capital after 
leaving Hills Road Sixth 
Form College in Cam¬ 
bridge, as he lay helpless 
on the ground. 

Mr Hemsley remains 
on a ventilator, has neg¬ 
ligible movement from 
the neck down, and can¬ 
not sit up or walk. 

The judge said Islam 
had effectively “destroyed 
his life”. 

A statement from Mr 
Hemsley’s sister said: 
“Perhaps if his attacker 
had killed my brother he 
would be better off than 
with the miserable exist¬ 
ence he is supposed to 
make the most of now. 

“He will never live the 
life he was supposed to 
lead.” 

Islam, who is now 16, 
from Upton Park, New¬ 
ham, was detained for 
10 years at the Old Bail¬ 
ey after admitting 
wounding with intent 
and a separate offence 
of robbery. 

Tom Forster, mitigat¬ 
ing, acknowledged that 



‘Horrific crime’, Nazrul 
Islam, whose appeal for a 
lighter sentence was 
rejected. 

Islam’s crime was “horr¬ 
ific”, but urged the court 
to reduce the sentence in 
light of his youth. 

Dismissing the appeal, 
Lord lustice Moses said 
the “paramount need” 
was to maintain confi¬ 
dence in the criminal 
justice system. He said 
the crime was so grave 
that “any lesser sentence” 
would fail to reflect what 
Islam had done to his 
victim. 

The court also heard 
Islam had mugged a 12- 
year-old girl while he was 
on bail, barely a month 
after the stabbing. 

Oliver’s mother, fenny, 
told the Weekly News she 
was “delighted” the sen¬ 
tence had been upheld.

Detective Con¬ 
stable Dan Botter- 
ill, investigating 
the incident, said: 
“It is thought that 
these men made 
their escape in a 
silver high-roofed 
van which had 


been parked in the 
delivery area at the 
back of the build¬ 
ing. 

“We would like 
to hear from any¬ 
one who may have 
seen this van at the 
time of the robbery 
or since.” 

A spokeswoman 
from Little Chef 
said: “This inci¬ 
dent was frighten¬ 
ing for staff and we 
are offering as 
much support and 
counselling to 


them as we can. 

“We are also 
fully co-operating 
with police to 
make sure these 
men are caught.”

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Booze ban for 
nuisance teen 


A TEENAGER has been 
handed an anti-social 
behaviour order in a 
bid to stop him dis¬ 
rupting people’s lives. 

Robert Arnold, 17, from 
Ely, has been given a two- 
year Asbo, which bans him 
from drinking alcohol and 
causing nuisance to others. 

The order follows a num¬ 
ber of episodes of bad 
behaviour which have “dis¬ 
rupted life for some of the 
vast majority of law-abiding 
taxpayers in the comm¬ 
unity”. 

Arnold, of Wheatsheaf 
Close, was given the Asbo at 
Ely Magistrates’ Court last 
week. 

It prevents him from poss¬ 
essing or consuming alcohol 
in public, being away from 
his home address between 
10pm and 7am until he turns 
18, and engaging in behav¬ 
iour which causes nuisance, 
harassment, alarm or dis¬ 
tress to others. 

Brian Tully, Asbo co-ordin¬ 
ator for East Cambridgeshire 
Community Safety Part¬ 
nership, said: “Asbos are 
designed to be preventative, 
not punitive. 

“All we want is to bring an 
end to the episodes of anti¬ 
social behaviour for which 
Robert Arnold has been 
responsible, which have 
disrupted life for some of the 
vast majority of law-abiding 
taxpayers in the community. 

“The restrictions imposed 
by the court are intended to 
provide protection to people

who should be able to live 
normally without the un¬ 
pleasantness of encount¬ 
ering, or being the victims 
of, anti-social behaviour.” 

The order was welcomed 
by lohn Yates, chairman of 
the Ely Neighbourhood 
Panel. 

He said: “Anti-social be¬ 
haviour is simply not wel¬ 
come in Ely and the Neigh¬ 
bourhood Panel process 
recognises the need to add¬ 
ress this concern. 

“We will support enforce¬ 
ment action such as this 
Asbo when it is appropriate. 

“I hope this will make a 
significant contribution to 
improving the environment 
in the neighbourhood.” 

Mr Tully added: “This 
Asbo should help Robert 
keep out of trouble and it 
will be a contribution to 
stopping the problems of 
under-age drinking and 
anti-social behaviour some¬ 
times seen in the city. 

“I hope Robert will resp¬ 
ond positively to the order 
and see it as a turning point 
in his life. 

“The consequence of fail¬ 
ing to comply can be ser¬ 
ious. Breach of an ASBO is a 
criminal offence, and can 
result in a significant finan¬ 
cial penalty, or imprison¬ 
ment.”

Jo was also able to buy 
paper, pens, paints, 
books and posters and 
even created and 
decorated a library. 

She said: “The children 
love spending time there 
and many more of them 
are beginning to enjoy 
reading. 

“The school had only 
three teachers, with 
multi-grade classes and 
barely any teaching 


resources. 

“I taught most 
subjects, concentrating 
on improving their 
English. 

“I also played lots of 
games and introduced 
more creative activities 
such as art and music.” 

Jo also spent two 
months working in the 
jungle where she helped 
plant more than 1,000 
mahogany saplings to 
help sustain dwindling 
stocks of the species. 

She also helped build 
an observation post for 


scientists to research the 
patterns of some of the 
rare and endangered 
wildlife. 

To visit Belize, Jo had 
to raise £4,000 to finance 
the trip and, determined 
to make it out there, 
worked at the Mepal 
Outdoor Centre and was

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Dad, 62, set 
himself alight, 
inquest told 


A DAD-OF-THREE whose burning 
body was found in fields near Ely 
had committed suicide. 

Terence Smith, of St Andrew’s Close, 
Sutton, set himself alight with a flammable 
liquid, an inquest heard. 

The 62-year-old self-employed taxi 
driver was discovered on a farm track near 
a lay-by off the A1421, between Hadden- 
ham and Witcham Toll, on the morning of 
March 19. 

Beside his body was a petrol can and his 
Toyota taxi was parked in the lay-by. 

Lewis Dunkerley, a retired chief insp¬ 
ector of London’s Metropolitan Police, 
stumbled across Mr Smith’s body after 
pulling into the lay-by to go to the toilet. 

Speaking at the inquest in Ely last 
Thursday, he said: “The taxi had curtains 
and I noticed they were drawn. 

“I thought it was odd for a taxi driver to 
be asleep at that time as it was around 
9.15am. 

“I checked the vehicle but there was 
nobody inside. 

“I then continued down the farm track to 
go to the toilet, which is when I saw the 
body. 

“There was a petrol can lying beside the 
man’s head.” 

Mr Dunkerley then spotted a couple

walking their dog coming towards him, 
who he asked to call the police. 

He waited at the scene until officers 
arrived. 

A post mortem examination was carried 
out by Dr Nathaniel Cary at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital, which confirmed there were no 
external injuries other than burns. 

Tests also showed a high level of 
painkillers in his bloodstream. 

In a statement read out by William 
Morris, coroner for North and East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, Fern Smith - Mr Smith’s wife of 
41 years - said: “Terence suffered with a 
bout of depression around 10 years ago but 
medication seemed to improve it. 

“We had nothing to worry about and he 
was such a generous person - he would 
help anyone. 

“There are just so many mysteries as to 
why he did it.” 

Coroner Morris recorded a verdict of 
suicide with death from smoke inhalation 
and burns. 

He added: “There is no evidence Mr 
Smith had mental health issues or any 
worries but it is clear Mr Smith took his 
own life.”

Planning chiefs set to take action 


THE owner of a secluded giant 
house which was divided into 
four homes without planning 
permission is on a collision 
course with development 
bosses.

The latest meeting of South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council’s plan¬ 


ning committee heard while the 
division work - carried out by demol¬ 
ishing parts of the original building - 
did not need planning permission, its 
occupation as separate dwellings did. 

Three of the four blocks are curr¬ 
ently occupied, including one where 
Lorraine Ryman, who submitted the 
latest application, lives. She is an 
employee of the owner, who lives 
abroad. 

Cottenham Parish Council opp¬ 


osed the application, raising worries 
about traffic on the B1049, and 
questioning whether there was a 
demand for tourism there. 

Cllr Rick Bristow, its chairman, told 
the meeting: “This is the ninth 
application or appeal lodged since 
early 2006. Nothing suggests there 
should be any change to the district 
council’s previous thinking.” 

The application was rejected by 10 
votes to four.

Soulful tunes 
from Boo for 
folk club night 


LEGENDARY singer- 
songwriter Boo (Mark) 
Hewerdine will be 
delighting the crowds in 
Soham next week. 

The much-loved artist will 
appear at The Comrades Club on 
Friday, October 23. 

Renowned for his captivating 
soulful folk music, Hewerdine 
was the lead singer and creative 
force behind The Bible, which 
formed in the 1980s and, after a 
split, reformed in 1994. He is also 
a successful solo artist in his own 
right and had worked for film. 

Boo, born Mark, moved to 
Cambridge as a child but after 
spells in London, now lives in Ely. 

Suffering from agoraphobia, he 
was fired from his job after being 
wrongly accused of theft. 

Returning to Cambridge, he 
teamed up with a friend with 
similar experiences and started to 
write songs, forming the short¬ 
lived Placebo Thing. 

It was then that things really 
started to roll. When he left 
Placebo Thing to join The Great 
Divide, their music was heard by

Mike Scott of The Waterboys, 
who recommended them to 
Ensign Records, where they cut 
three commercially unsuccessful 
singles. 

In 1985, Hewerdine, working 
once again in a record shop in 
Cambridge, formed The Bible, 
recruiting jazz drummer Tony 
Shepherd. 

They released an album of 
songs through the independent 
label Backs Records called 
Walking The Ghost Back Home. 

The Bible became a fairly 
successful independent band, 
with a cult following spread 
mostly through word-of-mouth 
and live performances. 

The album was also very well 
received by music pundits, 
bringing the band to the attention 
of Chrysalis Records. 

Signing to Chrysalis, 

Graceland and another track, 
Honey Be Good were released as 
singles, and reached the lower 
end of the UK singles chart. 

A new album, Eureka, followed, 
but failed commercially. 


In 1988, Hewerdine decided to 
leave the group and pursue solo 
projects. 

As Hewerdine’s stardom rose, 
he started to write for other 
artists, among them Eddi Reader, 
Clive Gregson and Christine 
Collister. 

Further solo album releases 
followed, such as 1996’s Baptist 
Hospital and 1999’s 
Thanksgiving. 

Meanwhile, Hewerdine was 
asked by long-time friend Nick 
Hornby to contribute music to the 
soundtrack for the movie version 
of his book, High Fidelity. 

Hewerdine continues to write 
and perform his own songs. 

His latest album, 
Harmonograph, released on 
MVine/Red Grape Records in 
February 2006, is a collection of 
his songs written for other artists 
such as Eddi Reader and 
Hepburn, recorded by Hewerdine 
for the first time. 

The performance starts at 8pm 
with tickets priced at £7.50 and 
£6.50 for concessions. Phone

GARDENING 


Use formal lines to 
escape life’s chaos 


W HILE natural 
gardens and 
meadow plantings 
may have increased in 
popularity in the last few 
years, formal gardens still 
have a place in our fast- 
paced, chaotic world. 

The desire to shape and 
square, to manipulate plants and 
space to attain order and create 
symmetry, is a subject explored 
by designer pals Diarmuid Gavin 
and Sir Terence Conran in their 
new book “Planting”, in which 
they share many of their secrets 
of planting with enthusiasts. 

“Humans love order and 
repetition. There is symmetry to 
it,” Gavin explains. 

“They like the illusion of 
reflection - whether it is mirrors 
or still ponds. 

“And they have an abiding 
desire to control outdoor space: 
to clean it and to level and 
decorate it with familiar lines and 
shapes.” 

While many formal gardens 
were designed to be viewed from 
a distance, to create grandeur by 
using geometric shapes, this vista 
cannot be easily transferred to 
suburban gardens because of 
their less even shapes and sizes. 

Aspects of formal gardens in 
the UK have been copied by 
many amateur gardeners on 
much smaller scales, achieving 
formal style with ferns or grasses, 
or simply by using just one colour 
of flowers. 

“You can create your own 
sense of drama and theatre 
within the boundaries of the plot

by laying out grids using 
evergreen shrubs,” says Gavin. 

Some plants are particularly 
easy to manipulate and clip into 
shape year-on-year, including 
box, yew (Taxus baccata), privet 
(Ligustrum lucidum), juniper, 
holly and berberis. 

“You can make little formal 
hedges that may be no more than 
20cm high, or you can clip 
hornbeam or species of lime 
(tilia) into very unnatural but 
pillar or column-like structures,” 
Gavin explains. 

In smaller spaces, such as 
courtyards, many gardeners 
place some sort of ornament in 
the centre of the space, such as 
an aquatic feature like a small 
fountain or bowl of still water, or 
an architectural plant. 

Containers can also create a 
much more formal feel to a small 
garden. 

“A parallel row of containers 
can be introduced to reinforce 
the geometry of a scheme, 
guiding the eye to a focal 
highlight or in the direction of a 
stunning vista,” Gavin explains. 

“Pots of beautifully-trimmed 
evergreen shrubs or those 
brimming with cascading flowers

can illuminate paved courtyards, 
as well as being used to enhance 
formal entrances or walkways. 

“Ornate pots and those of aged 
stone suit a formal garden, while 
traditional terracotta is classic in 
any garden setting. Keep the 
different styles as limited as 
possible - a single style has the 
greatest impact.” 

Plants synonymous with 
formal gardens, including box 
and privet, create structure, 
shape and form in pots, while 
topiary specimens can be made 
to look the same through clipping 
- pyramids, spheres and columns 
are favourites. 

Tall, slim containers can be 
used to line and define a patio 
area planted with box ball topiary 
to provide evergreen colour, 
contemporary planting and 
architectural emphasis. 

Square pots filled with 
plantings of the same colour 
(white is always a good option) 
and again used in repetition can 
bring structure to a softer, tree- 
filled garden.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Pyracantha (Firethorn) 

These famously prickly 
evergreen shrubs are ideal for 
training against walls - not only 
to show their wonderful berries 
off to their best but also to deter 
opportunist burglars, thanks to 
the sharp thorns. 

They can also be grown as free¬ 
standing bushes, and most will be 
producing berries now in varying 
shades of red, orange or yellow. 

The most popular is P coccinea 
‘Lalandel’, which produces 
orange-red berries, while ‘Orange 
Glow’ provides excellent orange 
berries and ‘Soleil d’Or’ has 
yellow berries. 

Plants will grow to 2.5m x 2.5m 
and look wonderful if trained as 
espaliers. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Pumpkins 

A pumpkin is not just for 
Halloween - they can make great 
soups and pies, and are really not 
difficult to grow. 

These huge orange veg need a 
long, hot growing season to fully 
ripen, and are best planted in 
fertile, moist soil in the sun. Sow 
seeds indoors in April and plant 
out when all risk of frost has 
passed, protecting the young 
plants with cloches if the weather 
turns really cold. Give the plants 
some liquid fertiliser every two 
weeks and water during 
particularly hot or dry spells. 

They make a good strong root 
system so, once established, they 
are not as thirsty as courgettes. 

When growing large cultivars, 
remove the growing tip when 
three fruits have set, giving them 
a better chance of ripening. If you 
only want one giant pumpkin, 
just leave one fruit on each plant. 
Put a layer of straw or a board 
under the fruits to keep them 
clean.
